ATTEMPTED 10. 
KILL STEP SON 


Sensational Attempt at Both Murder 
aad Suicide Made by Pole, 
Prove Abortive. 


With a bullet hole through his body, 
entering at the bage of neck and 
coming cut below the left shoulder 
Blade and blood streaming from his 
breast and back, Harry Dembicki, a 
Pole, who lives fat 725A_ Syndicate 
avenue, ran nearly two blocks Tues- 
day ‘afternoon to the Public Hospital. 
Just ag he reached the corner of the 
building he fell to the ground — ex- 
hausted. The nurses and others who 
had been attracted by his shouts ran 
fo the spot ond he was carried into 
the building. From the stories of the 
heighbors and all appearances — the 
wounded man, who is still alive and 
may recover, was the victim of a mur- 
derous assault by his step-father, 
Frank Pikarski, with whom he lived 
and with whom he has had frequent 
quarrels, Two minutes after the first 
rifle shot rang out another was heard, 
and upon investigation the — step- 
father was found in the loft in” the 
stable at the rear lof the lot with a 
ballet wound on the left side of his 
head, but which had no appearance of 
proving fatal, He had attempted to 
commite suicide by blowing out his 
brains, after shooting down his step- 
son. 

A few minutes after the attempted 
murder and suicide a Bulletin repre- 
sentative was on the spot, and with 
Sergeani MeCallum and Sergeant-De- 
ive Griffith, of the city police

)em— The Scene of the Occurrence, 
The scene of the occurrence is the 
second lot from the corner of Syndi- 
eate avenue and Isabella street, on 
the north-east side. At the front of 
the lot is the shack where the would- 
be marderer, with his wife and three 
step-children live. At the rear of 
the lot and fronting on the lane is 
the barn from which the almost fatal 
shot was fired by the 26-calibre rifle in 
the hands of Pikarski, It appears 
that the latter lay in the loft of the 
bern and as his son entered the lane 
at the front he carefully levelled the 
fire-arm through a hole where the side 
wall meets the roof and fired at Dem- 
bicki, who was at the time about 20 
or 30 yards away. — The bullet passed 
through the body of the man and em- 
bedded itself in the house adjoining, 
from which it was removed later by 
Dr. Sloane and the Bulletin reporter. 
A short time after firing at his step- 
son Pikavski re-loaded and turned the 
rifle upon himself as he lay in the Loft 


awong the hay. He was not sue- 
cessful. however, in bis attempt to 
take his own life, and only a sealp 


resulted. 
Shouted as He Ran, & 

Dembicki, after being shot, started 
at once for the hospital, about 200 
yurds away A trail of bleed on the 
sidewalk, grass and road marked the 
track of the wouhded man to the hos- 
pital. As he ran he shouted that he 
had been murdered, and almost before 
he was at the hospital a crowd of 
veveral hundred men, women and chil- 
dren had gathered to the spot, 

With the sound of the second rifle 
shot the seareh for the would-be mur- 
derer began. He was found in the 
loft with the wound in his head bleed- 
ing profusely and the lay saturated 

» eavith blood. He, too, was taken to 
| : the hospital and his wound dressed. 
There is little doubt but that he will 
recover. 

The Attemoted Suicide. 

After firing at the young man the 
would-be murderer, in the solitude of 
the hay loft, removed his boot and 
sock from his left foot, and with one 
of his toes discharged the re-loaded 
rifle. Excitement or nervousness, 
however, prevented him from accom- 
plishing his desired object, and when 
he was found several minutes later 
he was able to talk and move around. 

At the Hospital, 

At the hospital it was found that 
the bullet bad glanced along the right 
side of bis head, inflieting a  sealp 
wound and fracturing his skull. 
There was no. apparent danger of com- 
plications. 

The bullet which passed through 
Dembicki was about half an inch long 
and about as big round as an ordinary 
lead pencil, It was a lead bullet and 
thes tore the tissues to a greater ex- 
tent than one of harder surface. It 
had entered the base of the neck and 
passed out below. the left shoulder 
) blade, passing through the left lung,

During the day, Pikarski, who will

of the man.

The extermination of weeds from 
Alberta faring should ‘be the aim of 
all farmers of the province, Accords

The attendance at the monthly 

board of trade yesterday afternoon 


was not quite ae darge as usual and 


there was little business of import- 
ance. The feature of thé afternoon 
was the aidress of J. K. Cornwall, 


who eloquently pointed out the pos. 
sibi'ities of the north country as a 
field for’ business enterprise by the 
citizens of Edmonton. 

The chair Was occupied by Viee-Pre- 
sident J. C. Dowsett, in the absence 
of President Fraser, 

The following names were submitted 
and adopted for membership: L. L. 
Pearce, real estate ayent; Alex. Ben- 
nett, consulting enginecr; W. Elliot, 
RN. L. Pickel, agent C. P. R.; James 
Smith, contractor, 

A letter was rewd from Bruce Walk- 
er, superintendent of immigration at 
Winnipeg, with reference to a visit 
of the Minnesota Editors’ association 
here on July Qist and suggesting some 
entertainment, The council of the 
board were given full charge in mak- 
ing preparations for their entertain: 
ment. 


A Prospective Excursion, 

The secretary eaid he had written 
the C. PLR. if it would be possible to 
have an excursion up from Calgary 
on the day jdtér the close of the Do- 
minion fair, J, &. Proctor, district 
passenger apent, replicd that an ex. 
cursion might be run by special train 
if sufficient guarantee, amounting to 
$820, were given, 

Mr. Harrison suggested that the 
Twin city exhibit committee had eer- 
tain funds at their disposal and’ they 
might be willing to make the guar- 
antec, 

James MeGeorge thought it would 
be a better idea to have the pxeursion 
during the fair, and not at ite close.

The chairman explained that a pe- 
fition was in cireulation asking the 
government to have a railway built 
from Battleford to Athabarca Landing 
This petition wag,,being circulated 
among the residents from Battleford 
fo the Landing. If. sugh « railway were 
built it would hurt Edmonton and 
tor that reason all cefforts should be 
concentrated in having the C. N, Rk 
complete their Morinville branch to 
the Landing. 

Mr, Stockand said thay tthe C, N, 
R. were missing a big opportunity in 
bot finishing this railway, as the 
Landing now one of the busiest 
towns in the west. 

Harry Evans saidjhe did not think 
the C. N. RB. would build a road from 
Battleford to Athubasea Landing as 
the country wae not a good section, 

J. K. Cornwall cudorsed this opin- 
ion and thought the intention of the 
CON. Re might be at some juture time 
fo run # line to Fort MeMurray and 
thus tap the great Mackenzie water- 
shed. 

Win, Short, K.C., wrote to the board

Using the route until it is fully as- 
sured that a continuous passage is 
available, 

Mr. Picard thought the board might 
secure information about the route 
and let people know when to make 
all their arrangements ahead, He 
moved that the matter be put in the 
hands of a special committee. The 
versonnel of this committee is Mr. 
fvans, Mr. Cornwall, who will act in
